Jeſus ſets all theſe great truths before thy eyes, and 


propoſes them all to thy faith; and a lively faith of 
theſe great things which thy Jeſus has done and 


ſuffered to ſave thee from thy fins, has” the greateſt | 


influence on our juſtihcation and ſanctification, 
and conſequently on our eternal ſalvation. | 
But our faith aſlures us that ou: Jeſus did not 


ſtop here: but as his prieſthood by w' ich he was 


to ſave us from our fins, is eternal, he (till continues 
to diſcharge the offices of it, by continually inter- 
ceeding for us with his Father, and daily offering on 
a million of altars the ſacriſice of his body and his 
blood, even that blood of the new covenant ſhed 
for the remiſſion of our ſins. Here he daily preſents 
himſelf as a Jeſus to us. Here he continually reſides 
amongſt us, ever ready to atiend to all our calls, 
to deliver us from all our evils, and to impart to us 
all his goods, and himſelf above all. Such is the 


love, ſuch is the mercy and goodneſs of our ſweet 


Jeſus to us: and this perpetual love, mercy and 
goodneſs, his ſacred name inſures to all that truly 


believe in him. Thus the veneration of the bleſſed 
name of Jeſus enables the ſoul to exerciſe continu- 


ally her faith and devotion about theſe capital truths, 
theſe great myſteries of divine love : the Son of 
God in love with us ; and out of pure love coming 
down from heaven to fave us from our fins. The 
Son of God in his incarnation, embracing in the 
very midſt of his heart, the will and law of his Fa- 


ther, by which he was to ſuffer all his life long and 


to die upon a croſs to ſave us from our ſins. The

The divine virtue of hope (the excellence and 
neceſſity of which is ſo often inculcated in the 


word of God) has for its grounds the infinite good- 


neſs and mercy of God ; the merits of the death 


1 and paſſion of the Son of God; and the divine 
2 promiſes by which the truth of Ged is engaged to 


impart to us all neceſſary grace and eternal ſalva- 
tion, from this inexhauſtible ſource of our Saviout's 
merits ; if we on our part do not wilfully oppoſe 
the merciful deſigns of heaven, by an obftinate re- 
fuſal to correſpond with the calls and graces of our 
Redeemier. Now theſe grounds of divine hope are 
all of them ſet in their cleareſt light, when by holy 
meditation we enter into thoſe ſtupendous myſte- 
ries; thoſe prodigies of incomprehenſible goodnefs 
and love which the ſacred name of Jeſus diſcloſes 
to us, in all the divine communications by which 
the Son of God has given bimſelf to us in his con- 
ception, in his birth, in his life and in his death, 

in his ſacred inſtitutions, particularly in the bleſſed 
facrament and ſacrifice of the altar, and in all the 
effuſions of his divine grace and of his heavenly 
Spirit upon us, all tending to bring us to an eternal 


union with himſelf. Here we fee infinite mercy 
2 diſplayed in nailing our Jeſus to the croſs, there to 
7 waſh away all our fins with his blood, and from 
7 thence to eſtabliſh his everlaſting kingdom in our 
ſouls upon the ruins of the uſurped power of the 
devil and of his allies, the world and the fleſh, 
Here the merits of the death and paſſion of the Son 
+ of God, pouring out for us all his precious blood 
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(every drop of which is of infinite value) and this 


out of pure love, to the end that he might be a Je- 


ſus to us, to ſave us from our ſins, are repreſented 
to our fouls in ſo ſtrong a light as to bring with 
them the utmoſt aſſurance of our obtaining mercy, 
grace and ſalvation through him, if we are not 
wanting in making a proper application to the Fa- 
ther in his ſacred name, and through the merits of 
his blood, as he himſelf has ſo often promiſed 
whoſe word cannot fail us. Hence the apoſtle ſpeak- 
ing of the infinite love and charity of God for us, 
through our Lord Jeſus, cries out Kom. viii. 13. &c. 
What ſhall we then ſay to theſe things? If Gad be 


for us, who is againſt us? He that ſpared not even 


his own Son, but delivered him up for us ail, how 


| hath he not alſo with him given us all things? Who 
ball bring an accuſation againſt thoſe whom God hath 


choſen? It is God that juſtifieth, who is he that ſhall 
condemn © It is Chriſt Jeſus that died, yea that is riſen 
alſo again, who is at the right hand of God, who alſo 
maketh interceſſion for us. Who then ſhall ſeparate us 
from the love of Chriſt ? Shall tribulation or diſtreſs, |

'The apoſtle (1 Cor. ii) was ambitious of no ether 
ſcience but of #nowing Feſus Chriſt and him crucified : 


and with Chriſt (faith he Gal. ii.) J am nailed to 


the croſs : and I live now not I but Chriſt liveth in 


Ine. And that I live now in the fleſh, I live in the 


faith of the Son of God, who hath loved me and deli- 


ll  wered himſelf up for me. And he tells the Phi- 


lippians chap. iii. that he had given up all other 
advantages, and counted all things to be but loſs for 
the excellent knowledge of Feſus Chriſt his lord: for 


whoſe ſake he had ſuffered the loſs of all things, and 
counted them but as dung that he might gain Chrift.
